extension of the Rest. Captain Webb, R.N. 
presided in the unavoidable absence of Sir 
Walter Boyd, Bart., K.C., and there was a 
large attendance. 

\t the outset, little Jean Morris, dressed 

1 officer of Lord Nelson’s day, presented a 
iudsome bouquet of flowers to the Contessa 
yan Cutsem, 

Lady Arnott sent the following message :— 

“1 am so disappointed that I cannot have 
ie pleasure of coming to the ‘ Shipmates’ 
Sale of Work,’ which we all hope will raise 
ihe £700 that will clear away the liabilities 
curred im building the mu -needed exten- 
aí) to the Dublin Sailors’ Rest at North 
AA all, 

Very warmly can we all congratulate 
everyone connected with this Dublin Branch 
of the British Sailors’ Society on all that they 
are doing so quietly and splendidly for the 
piritual, intellactaal and social eh oí 
vallors coming into the port of Dublin. 

Perhaps, the general public do not yet 
fuily realise what the activities of the British 
sailors’ Society mean to the seamen of our 

ice, to the sailors of the Royal Navy, to the 
sailors of the mercantile marine, and to 
keepers of lighthouses and lightships. 

' All are brave sailors—either guarding the 
shores or trade routes of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations, or bringing the merchandise 
of the world to the ports “of those nations— 
merchandise that means most of our food 
supplies and many of the comfortsof our daily 
Lilie, 

‘We on land can do so little to help these 
men who go down to the sea in shi » and 
lead lives full of hardships, difficulties and 
peris; but the British Sailors’ Society is a 
sure channel through which everyone can dis- 
charge the enormous debt we all owe to our 
ssilors. And here in Dublin we: have the 
Dublin Branch of the Society running the 
Dublin Sailors’ Rest, where sailors are wel- 
comed, cared for, and helped to steer clear of 
the temptations and dangers that assail a 
sailor when he comes ashore. Do let us all 
support this Dublin Branch and Sailors’ 
test, and get our friends to feel it a bounden 
duty to do the same. 

“I do wish the ' Shipmates’ Sale of Work,’ 
most earnestly, every success.” 

THE CHAIRMAN'S APPEAL, 

The Chairman expressed regret that Lady 
Arnott, who had always taken the deepest 
interest in the welfare of sailors and soldiers, 
was unable to be present, but added that she 
was to ag; by her daughter. The Sale 
of Work, he said, was entirely íor the benefit 
of sailors trading to Dublin. ‘‘ All the mone 
collected in future in this country,” he said, 
‘will be spent in Ireland for their benefit.’’ 
The institute was doing good work, and it 
was the duty of every charitably-minded 
person to support it. 

‘Describing his experiences at sea, Captain 
Webb spoke of the conditions in which sailors 
lived—eating, sleeping and washing, twent 
to forty men huddled together in the 
space of a ship’s forecastle, without privacy 
and with very little comfort. Conditions often 
were such aboard’ ships that only a sailor 
could put up with them. —Ashore a sailor 
was a foreigner to every land lubber,” and 
few of them cared to enter a church among 
nicely-dressed people; and so they generally 
preferred to wander round, in a city like 
Dublin, going perhaps to a public-house. Was 
it not the duty of those who lived safely at 
home to provide a home ashore for the 
sailors? 

“ Dublin,” he went on, “is very well 
supplied with houses for the comfort and 
entertainment of our sailors, but unfortunately 
we have no money to carry on. We are 
almost entirely dependent upon the parent 
institute in London for any surplus money 
we want; and are we going to carry on in 
that way or to provide the money ourselves? 
We are absolutely dependent upon the sailors, 
and if we could only get a shilling per head 
of the population of Dublin, we would have 
enough and to spare to carry on our 
work.” Large subscriptions, he continued, 
would be welcomed, but shillings and six- 
pences also would be gladly received. Indeed, 
if all those present at the Sale of Work, and 
their friends, sent annual subscriptions of a 
shilling to five shillings they would soon 
become self-supporting. After all, it was their 
bounden duty to support their own institutes. 
He then explained the work of the Sailors’ 
Rest, and concluded by appealing to all to 
assist the sailors with their contributions—if 
only for the splendid work they had done 
during the Great War. 

The Contessa Van Cutsem then declared 
the. sale of work open, and expressed the 
wish that it would be a very great success, 
with consequent benefits to the seamen who 
came to Dublin port. 

VOTE OF THANKS. 

In proposing a vote of thanks to the 
Contessa Van Cutsem for her presence at the 
opening ceremony, the Very Rev. H, 
Hanna said that they all sincerely regrettéd 
that her mother, Lady Arnott, was not able 
to be present. ‘* But we desire,” he went 
on, “to send a méssage of thanks to Lady 
Arnott for her 4mspiring and encouraging 
message, and her thonghtbalanee in giving 
us such an excellent and gracious deputy. 
The interest taken in the sale of work. con- 
tinued Mr. Hanna, indicated that Jack the 
Sailor was still very popular ashore, and 
that the Institute,at the North Wall, over 
which Mr. Stewart presided, was useful and 
eflicient. Its work, indeed, had_ the 
sympathy)of all Christian people in Dublin. 

In seconding the vote of thanks, Mr. J. 
D. Gamble, M.B.E. (Belfast), congratulated 
the ladies of Dublin on the work that they 
had done, and would continue to do, on 
behalf of the sailors. 

Among those present were :—Lady Boyd, 
I vesident of the Ladies’ Committee; Mr.

The Kingstown mails reached Belfast at 9.10, 
and were at the Post Office at 9.20. In his 
opinion—they might sa 
man’s opinion—that mail should be ready for 
delivery in the city at 10,10, though it might 
mean a little extra hustle. At present the 
mail was held over till 10.45, for the pur- 
pose, he understood, of waiting for the Stran- 
raer mail. If that were so he could not see 
the advantage of getting a mail via Kings- 
town. He commended this point of view to 
the authorities. The businessman should get 
some advantage from the accelerated service 
via Kingstown. 

Then there was the handling of the Fleet- 
wood mails. The first delivery was at 7.15, 
and that "“ a partial one. In his opinion, 
that was a little bit too early, and he was 
not sure that the public would not be better 
served if such mails were sent out not at 
7.15, but at 7.45, so. as.to bring in practi- 
cally all the Fleetwood mail. He would 
suggest, instead of a small early delivery, a 
full and complete, even though .later, deli- 
very of the Fleetwood mail. 

The Postmaster-Surveyor of Belfast (Mr. 
T. B. M‘Dowell) having associated himself 
with the High Sheriff's welcome, humorously 
remarked that Councillor Cheyne had, per- 
haps, not so intimate a knowledge of the 
Association as he (the speaker). The Associa- 
tion was helpful and useful in many respects 
to those éntrusted with the affairs of a de- 
partment. 

Mr. T. B. M‘Dowell, Postmaster-Surveyor 
of Belfast, said that he would like Councillor 
Cheyne and others interested in the subject 
to visit the post office, and “witness for them- 
selves the disposal of that mail, and then 
suggest im what way it could be got rid 
of quicker.. There was not a minute lost. 
It might interest them to know that never 
before in the history of*the second deliver 
had they got it out with such regularity an 
punctuality as now. If they wanted’ an 
acceleration of five or ten minutes they would 
have to hold over the Stranraer mail till two 
o'clock. That would be hard on a lot of 
Scotch correspondents. Reference had also 
been made to the Fleetwood route. The 
solution there was for the various trade 
hodies to induce the owners of the Fleet- 
wood steamers to secure a more punctual 
arrival of the vessels. If they arrived at 6.15 
he could guarantee that the mail would go 
out in the first delivery.

The directors of Messrs. James spd and 
Co,, Ltd., and Messrs. Dowdall, O'Mahony 
and Co., Ltd.,. state that any one of the 
three factories is. capable of supplying the 
Irish market. The entire demand for mar- 
garine throughout the Free State does. not 
exceed eighty tons weekly, they declare, but 
it is anticipated that the demand: for Irish 
manufactured margarine will increase as a 
result of the import duty. 

ROSARIES. 

An /rish Times reporter yesterday had an 
interview with Mr. Albert Mitchel, head of 
the firm of Alex. Mitchel and. Co., Ltd., 
horn comb and bead manufacturers. 

This firm, which is the only one in the 
Free State that manufactures rosaries, was 
established exactly one hundred years ago by 
James Mitchel, who was a relation of John 
Mitchel, the Young Ireland leader and 
author, and came from Derry. When Mitchel 
came to Dublin there were twenty master 
comb makers in the city, and every one of 
them employed from ten to fifty men in the 
making of horn and tortoise shell combs, 
which they exported to England, Scotland, 
and France. There were also a d6zen button- 
making firms in the city that gave consider- 
able employment. All these firms have dis- 
appeared in the last quarter century. 

he policy of the manufacturers of 
rosary beads, said Mr. Mitchel, will be to 
reduce the price of these goods as much as 
possible, oe to depend for their profit on a 
greatly increased sale. They will ‘not feel 
the benefit of the tariff for some months to 
come, as wholesale importers, in anticipation 
of the tariff, imported considerable stocks of 
foreign goods, 

Mr. Mitchel anticipated that five hundred 
girls will find employment in this industry 
within the next six months.

THE DENTISTS BILL. ' 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—As a medical man, I wish to point 
out to you that, while every , registered 
erson practising as a dentist previous to 
921. can now ales entrance to the Den- 
tists’ Register, to be compiled for Ireland 
under the new bill, the general practitioners 
and surgeons who, in the area of their 
practice, had to treat a patient for pyorrhcea 
o" for causes of disease generalised in the 
body, which could be located along the den- 
tal mandibles, are now to be treated as if 
they were. not equal in skill to the pre-1921 
itinerants, This bill elevates dentists to 
the grade of medical specialists. The Phav- 
maceutical Society of Ireland ought now to 
protect its practising chemists; for there is 
far more reason for the general body of 
chemists to seek protection against general 
medical practitioners, who dispense medi- 
cines. t should seek to prevent general 
practitioners from compounding medicines, as

What I cannot understand. is, with all the 
booming about health measures, why such a 
reldvgede step, and such animadversion on 
the repute of the medical profession, should 
be om mí indirectly in this way. If the bill 
passes into law, it will most probably re- 
sult in the general body of medical practi- 
tioners refusing to treat patients for pyorr- 
hoa, for hemorrhage after extractions, for 
badly fitting plates, or for performing the 
work of vaccine treatment for diseases and 
conditions caused by pyorrhwa—a disease of 
the gum tooth-line to be treated only by 
registered dentists in future, Even the 
medical men and surgeons who did, as part 
of their work, the removal of causes of 
disease in septic teeth previous to 1921 are 
now barred out by law. 

The fact remains that the general medic»l 
practitioners of to-day are to be looked on 
as not even the equals, in their knowledge 
and skill in dealing with teeth, of the un- 
educated untrained pre-1921 itinerants who 
practised dentistry, and can now be admitted 
to the new Register; and that even those 
medical men who were practising dentistry 
previous to 1921 will not enjoy the privilege 
that the State is ready to confer on unedu- 
cated, untrained men who pay a yearly State 
fee, I ask medical men, where are we at all? 
Parents, have .you sons or daughters whom 
you contemplate sending for the medica! 
ae ap in the Free State? You have?

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THE NEW COUNCIL OF THE 
SOCIETY. 

Mr. Francis J. Fitzpatrick, Ph.C., President 
of the Pharmaceutical Society of Ireland 
occupied the chair at the annual meeting o 
that body in Dublin. 

The ballot for the 
members on the Council of the Society 
resulted in the return of Dr. J. A. Walsh, 
Dublin, who received 225 votes; Mr. James 
McCormack, Wexford, who received 217; Mr. 
Patrick Brooke Kelly, Enniscorthy, 210; Mr. 
Patrick J. Fielding, Cork, 198; Mr. Patrick 
Kieran, Ballinamore, Co. Leitrim, 181; Mr. 
Patrick Liston, Limerick, 165, and Mr. David 
Warwick, Dublin, 158. 


PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT. 

The President, referring to the election of 
Messrs. Fielding and Wieran, two new 
cahcidates—the other five having retired from 
the Council by rotation—said that the per- 
sonnel of the Council would be strengthened 
by the addition of Messrs. Fielding and 
Kieran, Both were were well-known pharma 
cists, and they represented important areas 
of this ,country. 

From a statement of statistics read by the 
President, it appeared that there were 
approximately in August of the present year 
1,391 pharmaceutical. chemists who are 
iicentiates of the Society, as compared with 
1,356 in 1926; 345 pharmaceutieal assistants, 
as compared with 321; 72 chemists and 
druggists, as compared with 74, and 701 
registered druggists, as compared with 707. 
In 1927 there were approximately 387 
members of the Society, as compared with 
432 in 1926, and 69 associate druggists, as 
compared with 41. There were elected during 
the year 73 new members and 39 associate 
druggists. 92 candidates passed the Society's 
prel:minary examination in 1927, as compared 
with 146 im 1926; 44 passed the pharma- 
ceutical licence examination, as compared 
with 52. 

Mr. William Scott Rutledge, Ph.C., was 
awarded a silver medal, having obtained 230 
marks out of a possible 30. The candidates 
who passed the pharmaceutical assistant 
examination numbered 22, as compared with 
19 in 1926. 16 passed the registered druggists 
examination, compared with 49 the previous 
year. 

Dr. Michael Ryan, P.C., hon, treasurer, 
presented the statement of accounts for the 
year ended August. He stated that the sub- 
scriptions from members of the Society 
showed an increase of £65 12s., which was 
very satisfactory considering the big decrease 
of the membership of their Northern friends 
during the year. 


THE PHARMACY ACT. 

Mr. W. C. Hinchy, Ph.C., Dublin, pro- 
posed a resolution suggesting the desirability 
of adding to the words ' medical prescrip- 
tions’’ where they occur in the Pharmacy 
Act. the words “ any prescription written by 
or fromthe oral instruction of any registered 
medical practitioner, veterinary surgeon or 
surgeon dentist,’’ the words “any prescrip- 
tion ’’ being underlined. He paid a tribute to 
the work done during the year by the Council 
of the Society in the interests of pharmacy. 

Mr. T. J. Smith, Ph.C., Dublin, seconded 
the resolution. 

An interesting discussion followed, in the 
course of which the hope was expressed that 
the time would come when the grade of 
druggist would disappear and be merged in 
that of the pharmaceutical chemist. 

As a result of this expression of opinion the 
resolution was not put to the meeting. 

Dr. Ashe, Dublin, in proposing a vote of 
thanks to the President of the Society, said 
that they were to be congratulated on the 
way Mr. Fitzpatrick had upheld the interests 
of pharmacy during his term of office. 

Mr. H. J. Sumner, Dublin, in seconding, 
expressed his appreciation of the manner 
in which the interests of pharmacy had been 
looked after during the past year. 

The vote of thanks was passed, as were 
also votes of thanks to Dr. Ryan, P.C., hon.

PHARMACY IN IRELAND). Í DUBLIN SKETCHING CLUB 


ATTRACTIVE EXHIBITION. 

For the Dublin Sketching Club's fifiy-third 
exhibition, which will be opened at Mills s 
Hall, Merreu row, on Monday next, over 
two hundred canvases are hung, and half as 
many more had to be rejected for want of 
wall space. The Club has kept itself alive 
for more than half a century, and has grown 
stronger with the passing of the years. 

The exhibition is not one of great paintings, 
but it is of interest in that it brings together 
the work of the present-day painters in 
lreland, and shows what they are doing. 
Over fifty of them represented are working 
for the most part on landscape, in the 
medium of oils. There is an unusually good 
representation of still-life art, but very litle 
figure painting, and only a few—but nearly 
all of them good-—examples of portraiture. 
The number of exhibitors working in water- 
colours is not large, but the little collection 
stands out artistically excellent. There is 
in chis exhibition nothing ' modern “ in the 
sense .n which the word is used to indicate 
what some may tnink is art in the grotesque, 
or, as it was cdes«ribed by a well-known 
authority a few days ago, “the sort of 
painting that anyone can do provided he is 
not an artist.” 

Mr. Alexander Williams, who has been 
Secretary of the Club since its inception, 1s 
here to the good with half-a-dozen large land- 
scapes in oils, in which he reproduces the 
rugged grandeur of the Connaught coast and 
the softer beauty of Killarney. Mr. Alex. 
Colles, President of the Club, has some 
attractive landscapes, but his best—and cne 
of the most arresting pictures in the exhib- 
tion—is his portrait of the last Recorder of 
Galway (150). This is a good likeness, well 
posed, and strongly painted; the breaking up 
of the light on the black of the gown is 
clever. Mr. Henry Moss, another of the 
Cluk’s oldest supporters, has more pictures 
of Howth. Possibly the best is “Light in 
the West” (32), in which the artist has 
caught a good deal of the glory of a Howth 
sunset, viewed across the little harbour from 
the east pier. “The Milkmaid’’ (198) 1s, 
perhaps, the first figure-work that Mr. Moss 
has exhibited. It is a sprightly little piece 
of work. 

While the collection contains very little 
that 1s mediocre, and a lot that is good, 
honest painting by artists with industry us 
well as an appreciation of the picturesque, 
there are several pictures that will attract 
one at once. One is Mrs. Eva Shannon's 
‘The Anatomy Lesson’’ (190). ' Here we 
have a cleverly-conceived subject, and good 
drawing and painting. Another woman artist 
who rarely comes within the description 
‘‘ middling ' is Mrs, Eileen Murray. “ Light- 
ing Up ” (133) is fine character-painting. Her 
“Bog Maiden,’ with a delightfully-painted 
girl, would be move effective if the yellow 
broom were placed further back from the 
figure. There is great depth and easeful tone 
in “A Winter Evening’’ (161), by Mrs. 
Marescaux, who has other pictures in the 
exhibition well worth studying. Miss Gladys 
Wynne is a young artist who, if she main- 
tains the promise of “The Metal Workers " 
(106), will go far. In this work she has 
succeeded in a very diflicult composition, 
and has efiectively achieved the combina- 
tion of daylieht with the glow of a 
The water colour (147) is the 
sort cf pleasant bright landscape full of 
sunshine that we expect from Mr. Bingham 
McGuinness. In her studies of horses Miss 
McCoy is best in No, 62—a very fine picture 
indeed. In ' The Old Gardener’ .(49) Miss 
Helen Yates has painted a clever portrait. 
One could almost ;uess that this fine old 
man had spent his days among pleasant sur- 
roundings. 

Miss Kathleen Ennis has several canvasses 
that will attract notice. The most striking 
is '“ The Yellow Shawl’”’ (86), an excellent 
piece of portraiture in warm colours. In 
“ The Southern Cross” (181) Mr. Gerald 
Wakeman, thanks primarily to careful draw- 
ing, has painted a real picture of a schooner 
tic | up to the quayside, Here is none of the 
tangled vagueness that so often characterises 
similar compositions, The same artist's 
“Twilight ” (183) is another of the best 
pictures in the exhibition. The most com- 
pletely satisfying still-life seen at a Dublin 
exhibition for some time is Mrs, Tuthill's 
‘", utumn Flowers ” (188). In this there is 
a transparency that is exceedingly pleasing, 
and she conveys immediately the fragility ot 
t hlooms. It is rather a pity that the 
containing vase is somewhat indistinct and 
undefined. Miss Gobhett, working with less 
elaborateness, has also painted some charm- 
i flow - groups. Her ' Remembrance ' 
(6) is a delicious little study of poppies. 
Of pleasant p: ‘ures to take home and live 
with the collection contains few more attrac- 
tiveethan “ A Little Home in Connemara,” 
by Miss C. ', J. Smith, another of our pro- 
mising young painters, Abor) the best that 
My.

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POST-WAR ECONOMIC 
SITUATION. 

The first of a series of lectures on economics 
and industry, in connection with the World 
Keonomic Conference now sitting at Geneva, 
was heid in Fuller’s Restaurant, Dublin, last 
night.

Mr. R. C. Ferguson, Assistant Secretary to 
the Department of Industry and Commerce, 
who was a member of the Irish Free State 
delegation to the Warld Economic Conference. 
beld at Geneva last May, gave an address on 
the work of that conference. With regard 
to international societies, the tendency, he 
said, seemed to be to have too many, and 
at Geneva, in particular, one received copies 
of extraordinary tracts from societies never 
before heard of, and mostly having mad pur-

A HUGE WORLD PROBLEM. 

The Economic Conference had early dis. 
covered that it was facing a huge world 
problem, and that to diagnose it as a whole 
was out of the question. and, therefore, it 

roceeded to diagnose it section by section. 

he value of such a conference was very great, 
as it brought together hundreds of people from 
nearly every nation of the world, many of whom 
had different outlooks and temperament, with 
a resultant clash of outlook with outlook. 
temperament with temperament, that made 
for greater international courtesy and polite- 
ness. 

The World Economic Conference of last Ma 
worked in the direction of breaking down all 
trade barriers, or, at least, getting them down 
as low as possible. lt was trying now 
mainly to see what the world could do for 
Europe; for Europe came very badly out of 
the world war, and was only convalescing as 
yet. The United States—very hindip—had 
sent experts to help Europe to regain its feet, 
and had dropped some very valuable hints. 

The post-war European aspect, it must be 
remembered, was very different to that of 
the rest of the world European trade had 
diminished by ten degrees below its trade 
of 1915. Industrial workers managed to eke 
out a living, but the prices of agricultaral 
roduce went down and down, and this had 
een reflected in their own small country. 
In conclusion, Mr. Ferguson said that the 
problem before the World Economie Con- 
ference was a heavy one, which needed nice 
adjustment in testing, judging and deciding 
between national and international points of 
view n various economic matters.

_ SWIM SONGS. 

REMARKABLE PLUCK 
AND ENDURANCE. 


From a SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 


Miss Mercedes Gleitze, the London 
typist, abandoned her attempt again to 
swim the Eng!ish Channel from Cape Gris 
Nez to Dover just before three o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon. : 

At the start of her swim. the weather 
was fine, but cold, and the sea calm. “The 
temperature at 5 a.m. was 44 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and by ten o'clock it had 
reached only 50 degrees. 

Miss Gleitze had been swimming for 
eleven hours before she was, obliged to give 
up her attempt, which was the result of 
her resolve to. vindicate herself and others 
after Dr. Dorothy Logan’s hoax. She had 
accomplished the swim on October 7th. 

Entering the water at 4.15 a.m. yester- 
day, she left it at 2.50 p.m., after a 
wonderful display of courage. Even at 
noon she showed little signs of cold or 
fatigue, though the occupants of the 
accompanying boat were shivering. 

A band was provided to play during 
the swim, but the bandsmen became sea- 
sick and had to be transferred from the 
official boat to one of the tugs, whereupon 
the accompanying journalists endeavoured 
‘to cheer the swimmer with songs while 
the band was recovering. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE 
SWIM. yore 


REFUSED TO TAKE ANY 
ADVANTAGES. 

Miss Gleitze started from Cape Gris 
Nez at 4.15 a.m. It was dark, but there 
was a favourable light south-south- 
easterly wind. The temperature of the 
water was at 56. The start was witnessed 
by Mr. A. Hirst, representing the 
National Swimming Association, two 
medical officers,~ and a large party of 
journalists. 

Swimming with a steady breast stroke, 
Miss Gleitze left on the finish of the ebb 
tide, and was taken westwards past the 
Gris. Nez Lighthouse. At the end of two 
hours she was 24 miles north-west of the 
lighthouse, and received her first refresh- 
ment. When Mr. Allen, her trainer, had 
suggested food she had insisted that she 
would be fed only every two hours. Told 
that time had expired, she remarked: “I 
thought it was only half an hour.”’ 

She refused to swim under the lee of 
the boat, and when Mr. J. H. Sharpe, 
acting as pilot, manceuvred the F.E. IT. 
to shelter her, she refused the cover of the 
boat and swam away. At intervals she 
carried on an interesting conversation wit! 
the crew. 


JOURNALISTS DEPUTISE FOR 
SEASICK BAND. 

The log of a journalist aboard one of 
the boats reads as follows :—Now about 
three miles north-north-west of Cape Gris 
Nez Lighthouse, and Miss Gleitze is 
swimming very wide of the boat. Two 
small boats are in attendance. Miss Nora 
Baker is aboard the F.E. II. as swimmer’s 
companion. 

At 9 a.m. grey clouds covered the sun, 
and a wind, freshening from the south- 
east, had whipped the sea up until it had 
become moderately choppy. Still it had 
the-effect of causing the water’s movement 
to come from behind. 

Musicians had been hired. to provide 

entertainment, and were accommodated on 
board the official boat, but their condition 
was soon pitiable. Seasick beyond hope of 
immediate recovery, they were transferred 
to the more commodious tug, where they 
took refuge in the crew’s quarters. 
The journalists sought to deputise, but 
their efforts as instrumentalists were as 
ineffective as their apparel was scanty. 
Still they sang, and Miss Gleitze showed 
her appreciation by asking for more. 
They gave—at least those whom the action 
of the drifting. tug did not make seasick— 
“Tipperary,” ‘‘ Smile, Smile, Smile,’’ and 
“Britannia Rules the Waves.” 


SWIMMER’S SPLENDID SPIRIT. 


Meanwhile Miss Gleitze was forging 
ahead with. a spirit that appeared in- 
domitable. Maintaining the breast-stroke, 
with very few reversions to the side-stroke, 
she plodded on with a smile. Her observers 
shivered, but on she went without showing 
the slightest effect of the cold. Just ir 
front of her sat her trainer in the stern 
of a small boat watching all the time, 
occasionally talking to her and now and 
again passing out. the feeding cup. 
Spirited airs, the latest jazz, and eventu- 
ally carols, which sounded seasonable, were 
sung by the Pressmen, and in this way, 
at 9.50, the French coast was lost sight of 
by those in the small boats, and was barely 
discernible to those on the tug. At that 
hour we were fayoured with a sight of the 
sun. It made things happier, but the cold 
was intense. 

‘Tramp steamers and steam trawlers 
passed by and blew sirens of encourage- 
ment. Trainer, pilot’ and all concerned 
in the swim wondered at the rate of pro- 
gress. Would she stand the cold ?: From 
shiverit-g lips aboard words of encourage 
ment were passed out, to all of which 
Miss Gleitze made a cheery acknowledg- 
ment. » 

Ivhave never seen anything gamer in my 
life. Her face was a trifle blue, but she 
had no complaint. ! 


FIRST GLIMPSE OF ENGLAND.

FIGHT WITH FOREIGN 
COMPETITION.

NEW PITS IN SWANSEA 
VALLEY. 


Important colliery developments in 
Swansea Valley were outlined yesterday, 
when Lord Buckland, Chairman of Guest, 
Keen and Nettlefolds, Ltd., which has the 
controlling interest, and Sir D. R. 
Llewellyn, past Chairman of the Gwaun- 
Cae-Gurwen Colliery Co., Ltd., respectively, 
laid the foundation stone of the company’s 
new Buckland pit, and their new 
Steer pit. ' The output of these anthracite 
collieriers, which for some years past has 
averaged 300,000 toms a year. will be 
rapidly increased by these extensions to 
800,000 tons. 

Speaking at the luncheon after the 
ceremonies, Sir David Llewellyn said that 
in anthracite, more than in steam coal, 
they were assured of a market for the 
future. The washery plant at the Steer 
pit was of the very latest type, and he 
emphasised that washing coals came first 
and classification afterwards. The posi- 
tion of the coal trade was more serious 
than people generally knew. The steam 
coal trade in South Wales was in a de- 
plorable state. .Costs were such and the 
quality of the coal was such that, given 
open and fair competition; they could 
more than hold their own; but they could 
not compete against the artificial restric- 
tions in France and Spain and almost 
every other coal-producing country. He 
thought, however, that those people who 
were fighting them were coming to the 
end of their tether. 


COAL STRIKE BENEFITS FOREIGN 
COUNTRIES. 

Foreign countries were benefiting as a 
result of last year’s coal strike, and were 
using their resources to fight British 
collieries ; but he believed that they would 
tire first and that Britain was going to 
win, not in anthracite only, but also in 
the steam coal trade. In quality and 
price thev could give them shillings per 
ton, and he felt certain that the visitors 
from America, France, Spain and Holland 
who were with them that day did not 
agree with the artificial restrictions that 
had “been introduced by. the various 
countries to keep out British coal. (Hear. 
hear.) 

Replying for the visitors, Sir Felix Pole, 
General Manager of the Great Western 
Railway. referred to his American visit. 
and said that he was quite sure that 
British coal had a great market in-Canada 
and even in certain parts of America. 


ONE OF WORLD'S BIGGEST 
COLLIERY GROUPS. 

The Gwaun-Cae-Gurwen Colliery, situated 
ta Gwaun-Cae-Gurwen, the most westerly 
point of Glamorganshire, is one of the 
oldest anthracite collieries, the first pit 
having been sunk about 1837. In 1916 
the shareholding passed into the hands of 
Messrs. Guest, Keen and Nettlefolds, 
Ltd., who are now the owners of the 
colliery; but it continues to operate as 
a separate company, with its own 
specialised board of directors. 

During the last six vears Guest. Keen 
and Nettlefolds, Ltd.. under the cquidance 
of Lord’ Buckland (Chairman) and Sir 
D. R. Llewellyn, have consolidated one 
of the largest and strongest colliery groups 
in the world. The collieries controlled 
embrace steam coal, dry coal, bituminous 
coal, house coal, gas coal and anthracit> 
coal, a self-contained entity in world coal 
supplies.

SMUGGLING CHINESE 


LATE NEWS. 
CHINESE PIRATES | 
FOILED. 


BRITISH SUBMARINE’S 
FEAT. - 


From ‘Tae Trgs ' CorresPonpent. 


HONG KONG, Friday. 

The British submarine L 4’ (Lieutenant F. 
J. ©. Halahan) was in action on Thursday 
might against the Bias Bay pirates, after a 
seizure oÍ a small Chinese steamer, with 
nearly 260 people on board. 

The steamer was the Irene, a vessel of 
1,545 tons, owned by the China Merchants’ 
Steam Navigation Company, which leit 
Shanghai for Amoy,on Monday night. - She 
was ilying the Chinese flag, and had eix 
Luropean officers—three of them British: The 
eargo that she carried was of little value. 
The names of her European officers are 
Captain Johansen (a Norwegian), Innes, chiei 
officer; Zaionschkovsky, second officer; 
Hodge, chief engineer; Hallrick, second 
engineer; and Demee, third engineer. 

On Wednesday morning 17 pirates, who 
bad come on board as passengers, captured 
the ship, seizing the bridge where chief 
fficer Inues was in charge, and surprising 
and overpowering the other officers at break- 
fast. They then proceeded to rob the 
passengers in the usual fashion. 

The pirates took the Irene to Bias Bay, 
which was reached on Thursday night. On 
the way she passed many ships, including 
British warships, which she saluted. The 
pirates fired pistol shots at random in the 
course of the voyage to intimidate the 
passengers and crew. 

Reaching Bias Bay, the pirates ordered the 
officers to prepare to lower the ship's boats, 
when the L4 appeared suddenly out of the dark- 
ness. The submarine challenged the Irene. and 
threw her searchlight on the vessel. The 
captain, who was under guard on the bridge, 
signalled to the engine-room to stop, but.the 
pirates ordered the engineers not to stop, and 
threatened to shoot them if the submarine—at 
which the pirates took pot shots—interfered. 

The 1A then fired two shots—the first a 
blank warning shot, the second into the 
lrene’s engine-ruoom. This disabled the 
engines and killed one of the pirates, who 
was on the point of shooting the chief 
engineer. Fire broke out, and the pirates 
made a rush for the boats. The officers of the 
irene pluckily prevented them, although the 
pirates used their pistols. 

The grim figlt which followed added to 
the confusion. “Panic spread among the crew 
and the passengers, most of whom belonged 
to the poorer class of Chinese, and they began 
to throw themselves overboard. Lieutenant 
Halanan took the L4 alongside the blazing 
Irene, and his men worked magnificently, 
diving repeatedly overboard to rescue victims 
struggling in the water until the submarine 
was crowded with survivors. The cruiser 
Dethi, the submarine L5, the sloop Magnolia, 
and the destroyer Stcrmeloud arrived in the 
course of the night, and co-operated in the 
work of rescue, 

So far as is known 234 were rescued, leaving 
only: 24 unaccounted for. A naval tug was 
despatched from here to tow in the Irene, but 
the ship sank. One cabin boy, whom the 
pirates shot, and three passengers suffering 
from burns, have been admitted to hospital. 

The police are still endeavouring to identify 
the pirates, three of whom have been de- 
finitely recognised 


JAPANESE MISSION 
TO RUSSIA. 


A NEW COMMERCIAL 
TREATY. 


‘Tas TIMES CORRESPONDENT. 
TUKIO, Friday. 

A mission, headed by Mr. Fusanosuke 
Kuhara, a prominent business man, and 
including several Foreign Office officials, leaves 
to-morrow for Russia, to study economic con- 
ditions, in preparation for negotiations with 
a view to a new commercial treaty. The 
mission will afterwards go to Germany, and, 
in November, Viscount Goto will visit Moscow 
at the invitation of the Soviet. Mr. Kuhata 
before leaving was received by the Emperor. 

All these events have aroused much com- 
ment in the Japanese Press. The Kokumin 
describes the mission as the first step towards 
a new triple alliance, which will “rescue 
Japan from the disadvantageous position 
created by the abrogation of the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance.” There is no substantial 
evidence to support this theory. The facts 
allow of much simpler explanation. Mr. 
Kuhara is one of the chief financial supporters 
of the Seiyukai Party, and Baron Tanaka 
is credited with a desire to offer him a 
peerage. The mission provides a convenient 
opportunity for him to perform a. national 
service, and, at the same time, to prepare the 
way for the long-talked-of commercial treaty. 

Viscount Goto has always been an advocate 
of Russo-Japanese rapproachement, and he 
contributed greatly to the reopening of diplo- 
matic relations in 1925. The Soviet invited 
him to Moscow for the Decennial celebrations, 
but he declined and accepted an invitation 
for a later date. In view of his lifelong sup- 
port of an understanding with Russia, it 
seems unnecessary to read aip meanings into 
his journey.

LORD GREY'S ADDRESS. 


The Times, in a leading article on Lord 
Grey’s address on * Democracy,’” at Bir- 
_ says :—Naturally the treatment of 
a theme so vast and so complicated must 
he incomplete in the address of a speaker 
even so accomplished and so experienced as 
Lord Grey, and there are some very obvious 
gaps, such as the financial and eocnomic con- 
sequences of democracy—barely approached 
in a reference to the burdens of direct taxa- 
tion as the price of social reform—and such 
as the effects of democracy on international 
politics. 

The statements that the value of complete 
democratic parliamentary government was 
never questioned urtil we had it, and that 
ón this end the efforts of reformers were 
concentrated, like some other statements 
upon history in the address, seem to uire 
qualification. Mr, Lowe, whom Lord Grey 
quotes in another direction, foretold the 
probable consequences «* democratic parlia- 
men governmen “nd flatly denied its 
value in the famou: debates of 1866, and 
if Bright and other reformers of the Man- 
chester school wished for a wider franchise, 
they hardly contemplated the system which 
exists to-day.

REPLY TO BE ISSUED’ 
TO-MORROW. 
Sipiniteacelaailate 


The Archbishop of Canterbury has not 
yet replied to the open letter of Dr. 
Barnes, Bishop of Birmingham, on the 
subject of Canon Bullock Webster's 
protest in St. Paul's Cathedral on Sunday 
last. 

At Lambeth Palace last night tt was 
officially announced that— 

“Owing to pressure of work, the state- 
ment of the Archbishop of Canterbury 
will not be issued until four p.m. on 
Sunday. ' : ! 

Canon Bullock Webster, in the mean- 
time, is receiving many messages. Last 
night he stated that he has received ex- 
pressions of gratitude and thankiulness 
by telegram, letter, telephone messages 
and personal calls from over a thousand 
people, priests and lay folk, and letters 
are still pouring in. — “The one theme 
that runs through all,” he said, “is the 
comfort. and consolation which the protest 
has brought, in that the profane utter- 
ances of Dr. Barnes in regard to the Holy 
Sacrament have at length been publicly 
and indignantly repudiated.”

BISHOP OF WINCHESTER’S 
STATEMENT. 

“Tt is hateful for a bishop to criticise 
publicly any utterance of a fellow bishop,” 
said the Bishop of Winchester, Dr. Woods, 
addressing the Winchéster Diocesan Con- 
ference yesterday ; “ but so much evidence 
has reached me during these last days of 
the infinite pain caused to great numbers 
of our Church people by the recent 
utterances of the Bishop of Birmingham 
that the matter cannot be passed over in 
silence. 

“I wish to be just, and say at once 
that I have ‘a. profound respect for the 
Bishop's abilities. He has done—and, I 
hope, still will do—valuable service as 
a kind of liaison officer between the Church 
and science. 

“I would respectfully bee him to 
think, and think again, of the pain he 
causes by the contemptuous tone which he 
not infrequently uses towards those whose 
beliefs he does not share. 


THE BIG WAY. 

“ Religion is a big thing, and we must 
have big ways of looking at it. Those to 
whom the subjective makes the strongest 
appeal have no right to denounce as 
superstitious those who, by temperament 
or training, ate more concerned with the 
objective. 

“The action of God in the Sacraments 
is not scientifically definable. It moves 
on a plane and in a world of which 
science, in the ordinary acceptation of 
the word, knows nothing, and of which it 
is not competent to speak. Moreover, 
to talk of submitting the consecrated 
elements> to physical tests is both 
irreverent and irrelevant. You may as 
well talk of measuring Heaven with a 
foot-rule. 

“There is cause for protest, but there 
is no cause for alarm. Our old mother 
Church has, from time immemorial, 
suffered much, as also on occasion gained 
much, from the utterances of individual 
bishops ; but she has survived them, and, 
like the wise and experienced mother she 
is, though sometimes deeply pained; she 
attaches to them the importance which 
they deserve, and then goes back to her 
work,”’ 


FLYING BOATS’ 
EMPIRE TOUR. 


ARRIVAL AT NAPLES FROM 
MARSEILLES. 
From Revurer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
NAPLES, Friday. 

The four Royal Air Force flying-boats 
that left Plymouth last Monday, on a 
25,000-mile trip to India, Australia and 
the Far East, arrived at the Nisida air 
port from the Etang de Berre, near Mar- 
seilles, at 4.8 this afternoon. 

They took seven hours to 
Marseilles. 

While flying over Cape Corso the flying 
boat piloted by Flight-Lieutenant Carnegie ' 
was obliged to. come down on the sea, 
owing to trouble with an oil pump. The 
defect took twenty minutes to repair, and 
during this time the other machines 
circled overhead. 

The British airmen, on their arrival 
here, were offered accommodation for the 
night by Italian air officers. While ex- 
pressing their appreciation of the kind 
invitation, the airmen refused, preferring 
to sleep on board their machines. They 
expect to leave on the next stage of their 
journey on Tuesday.
